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28 now on 
shopping 
centre's 
banned list 

THE number of trouble¬ 
makers banned from the 
Merry Hill shopping centre 
in the run-up to Christmas 
has risen to 28. 

More are set to be stopped 
as police use mobile finger¬ 
printing devices and head- 
mounted cameras. 

A clampdown on sus¬ 
pected shoplifters and anti¬ 
social behaviour was 
launched by police and secu¬ 
rity staff at the Dudley retail 
complex on November 1. 

It is part of a wider Black 
Country clampdown on 
criminals at Christmas. 

Police officers are increas¬ 
ing their presence in busy 
shopping centres and towns 
in the region. 

But at Merry Hill they are 
going a step further, using 
hi-tech devices to identify 
and catch the crooks. 

Anybody committing a 
crime can be excluded from 
the centre immediately for 
between three months and 
two years. The initiative, to 
tackle the expected seasonal 
increase in retail crime, was 
set up by police and Dudley’s 
Business Crime Partner¬ 
ship. 

Police and security staff 
patrolling the Merry Hill 
Centre are using head-cams 
to deter offenders and 
capture filmed evidence. 

And they are using a 
mobile ID system - a Black¬ 
berry phone linked to a fin¬ 
gerprint reading device - so 
they can quickly check that 
someone they have stopped 
is who they say they are. 

Fire reveals 
drug factory 

FIREFIGHTERS uncovered 
a cannabis farm while tack¬ 
ling a blaze at a house in Lye. 

The drugs factory was 
found in the loft of the prop¬ 
erty in Vicarage Road at 9.05 
on Monday night. 

Crews were called out 
after smoke was spotted 
pouring out of the house. 

It is believed the cause 
was an electrical fault. A 
man was seen running away 
from the scene when fire¬ 
fighters arrived. 


RUBBISH MOUNDUN 
DEADLINE WELCOMED

A DECISION to give a waste manage¬ 
ment firm seven months to clear a 
mountain of rubbish has been wel¬ 
comed by environment bosses. 


The firm, Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd, has been given 
the time for the clean-up at its site in Brierley Hill 
under a ruling from the High Court. 

It must clear all rubbish 
and baled waste from its 
Moor Street base by July 10. 

The pile of waste was as 
high as 40ft in August last 
year, with residents claiming 
it blighted the area. 

It has now been reduced to 
around 23ft. 

Environment Agency 
environment manager 
David Hudson said he 
understood residents may be 
frustrated at the delay, but 
the scale of the job meant it 
would take time. 

He said it meant all the 
waste would be cleared. 

He added: “We will be 
checking that the material is 
taken to a legitimate dis¬ 
posal site and will keep resi¬ 
dents informed about 
progress.” 

Progress 

Under the ruling, the 
front of the site must be 
cleared of rubbish by March 
29. 

Then there has to be a full 
clearance by the July date. 

Nick Cole, representing 
the Environment Agency, 
said an application could be 
made to extend the time 
limit because of bad weather 
but a further hearing would 
be held at the High Court on 
July 15 to review progress 
and to consider court costs. 

If the company does not 
comply with the injunction, 
it and its director, Robert 
McNaughton, could be 
fined, sent to prison, or have 
their assets seized.

A CAMPAIGN to save a 
former theatre from demoli¬ 
tion has been boosted after 
leading councillors paid a 
visit and said they hoped it 
could be preserved.

Paedophile 
appeal bid 
is rejected 

A PAEDOPHILE who was 
jailed for assaulting two 
young boys has lost an 
appeal against his minimum 
jail term. 

Mark Colin Dixon, aged 
28, of Blackacre Road, 
Dudley, was sentenced to 
imprisonment for public 
protection at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court in August 
for rape and attempted rape. 

He was also ordered to 
serve a minimum of six years 
behind bars before applying 
for release, but yesterday he 
challenged the length of that 
term at the Court of Appeal. 

Giving judgment, Mr 
Justice Mackay said that, 
although Dixon’s crimes 
were isolated incidents, they 
were committed in “hor¬ 
rific” circumstances. 

His lawyers argued the six 
years he must serve before 
he can be assessed for 
release was too tough but 
the appeal was dismissed.

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Cheesey 
clue to 
break-in 

A BURGLAR who stole 
£2,000 worth of computer 
equipment from a college for 
students with learning dis¬ 
abilities was brought to 
justice after being caught 
with a lump of cheese he had 
taken from the canteen 
fridge, a court heard. 

Shane Smith, aged 23, 
stole the machine from 
Stourbridge College’s horti¬ 
cultural and catering centre, 
in Leasowes Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen. 

He was linked to the raid 
on April 16 through finger¬ 
prints, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. When 
police searched his house 
two weeks later they discov¬ 
ered the cheese in his fridge. 

Smith, of Haden Road, 
Cradley Heath, was handed 
a six-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years. 
Miss Rhiannon Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, said Smith originally 
claimed he had only taken 
the lump of cheese. 

The court was told he was 
accompanied by two other 
men, who have not been 
identified. Smith, who 
admitted burglary, was also 
ordered to pay £1,000 com¬ 
pensation, and must com¬ 
plete an alcohol treatment 
programme. 

Judge Nicholas Webb told 
him: “This was a mean 
offence involving a not 
insignificant amount of 
property that has not been 
recovered.” 

Crash man 
in stable 
condition 

THE driver of a stolen car 
which smashed into a bus 
stop in Wordsley, is in a 
stable condition, police have 
said. 

The man, who is in his 20s, 
was taken to hospital with 
multiple serious injuries fol¬ 
lowing the crash in the High 
Street on Saturday morning 
at 2am. 

He was initially in a criti¬ 
cal condition at Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital in 
Birmingham, but police 
have said his condition is 
now stable. 

The man had to be be 
freed from the car by fire¬ 
fighters following the inci¬ 
dent. It is believed he hit a 
stationary car before strik¬ 
ing the bus stop. 

Police believe the vehicle, 
a Ford Ka, had been taken in 
a carjacking in Greenbanks 
Gardens just minutes before 
the crash. 


Pair who went on burglary spree are jailed

TWO prolific burglars who targeted 12 
homes and stole four vehicles between them 
during a month-long crime spree were each 
jailed for more than three years. 

Stuart Salt and Robert Smith targeted 
properties across the Dudley borough, 
taking more than £10,000 worth of TVs, 
computers and electrical items. 

And Smith stole a £15,000 Hyundai car 
from a petrol forecourt in Asda, Brierley 
Hill, while the owner was buying fuel. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard the 
pair, who both have children, used the same 
white van at most of the burglaries and even 
backed it on to the drive of one property in 


Coppice Road, Coseley. Salt, of Overbrook 
Close, Gornal Wood, and Smith, of Bilston 
Road, Monmore Green, Wolverhampton, 
were both arrested over the raid in Coppice 
Road and another in Havacre Lane, Coseley. 

But Warren Stanier, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown that they then 
admitted a catalogue of other offences 
between September 18 and October 15. 

They broke into four properties on 
October 15 alone. 

One victim Vincent Wilde said in a state¬ 
ment that the burglary had left him feeling 
“powerless to protect his home and family”. 

In total the pair admitted burgling six 


homes together, and attempting to burgle 
three, while Smith also admitted a further 
burglary and attempted burglary, as well as 
three thefts of motor vehicles. 

Salt, 31, was jailed for 40 months, with 
four months for a separate charge of han¬ 
dling a stolen mobile phone, while 29-year- 
old Smith got 44 months. Salt was also given 
six points on his licence for driving without 
insurance. 

Judge Nicholas Webb told them: “You 
both went on something of a spree. People 
like you should understand the sentimental 
value of items often dwarfs their financial 
worth.” 


CCTV captures 'caveman' 
rescuing victim of assault 


IN bizarre scenes, a partygoer dressed as a 
caveman and holding a club went to the aid of 
a man being attacked in Stourbridge town 
centre. 

The unusual drama was captured by CCTV cameras and 
the footage was released by police trying to find the 
assailant. The victim, a 31-year-old man, had been drinking 
at a pub where a fancy dress party was being held. As he 
came out of the Mitre Inn in 
Lower High Street, just 
after 1.30am, he was fol¬ 
lowed into High Street, 
where he was pounced on. 

He was pushed to the 
ground, kicked in the 
stomach and punched in the 
face. 

Footage of the attack 
shows two men in costumes, 
including one dressed as a 
caveman, running to his 
rescue. 

The attacker was pulled 
away from the injured man 
and walked out of view of the 
camera. 

The victim was knocked 
unconscious and suffered 
injuries to his head and nose. 

Police released the CCTV 
pictures to try to trace his 
attacker. 

Costume 

DC John Horrobin, from 
the major investigation 
team in Dudley, said: “In the 
footage you will see a couple 
of people in fancy dress. 

“There had been a fancy 
dress party at the Mitre Inn 
and we are appealing to 
anyone who may have seen 
the victim to come forward. 

“The victim has little rec¬ 
ollection of the attack and 
thankfully he will make a 
full recovery.” 

The assault happened on 
October 27.

An extra 
bedroom 
could cost 
£ 28,674 

FAMILIES in the West Mid¬ 
lands looking to move to a 
bigger home can expect to 
pay just over the UK 
national average in order to 
take the next step up the 
property ladder, according to 
new research. 

With nearly two-thirds of 
West Midlands homeowners 
planning to move house 
within the next three years, 
and more than two thirds 
wanting a bigger home, 
they’re going to have to dig 
deep to fulfill their dreams. 

A study by Barclays of 
50,000 mortgage applica¬ 
tions found that West Mid¬ 
lands homeowners looking 
to move from a one to a two - 
bedroom property can 
expect to pay an average of 
£28,674 - just over the 
national average cost. 

Those looking to take the 
next step up the property 
ladder can expect to pay, on 
average, £41,873 for that 
third bedroom. 

This price difference 
doubles again with a move 
from three to four bedrooms. 

In contrast, people living 
in the North East can expect 
to face a price increase of 
just £10,000 to move from a 
one to a two-bed home 
whereas Londoners can 
expect to pay four times the 
average, at £91,000.

The images, released by the 
developer, show how the office 
block would be replaced with a 
modern structure with land¬ 
scaped areas and an adjoining 
car park. 

The proposals, which would 
create up to 300 full and part- 
time jobs, have been recom¬ 
mended for approval by 


council planning officers. They 
have backed the scheme 
saying it will bring employ¬ 
ment to the town and revamp 
a partially derelict site, which 
has been earmarked for regen¬ 
eration. 

Under the plans, Cavendish 
House will be knocked down 
and the site, as well as neigh¬ 
bouring land, will be cleared to 
make way for the store and 
petrol station. 

A total of402 parking spaces 
would be created partly under¬ 


neath the store and on two 
decked levels. It would be oper¬ 
ated as a free car park, limited 
to a two hour maximum stay. It 
is not yet know which store 
chain would move to the site. 

The scheme is one of three 
proposed new supermarkets in 
the town centre. 

Avenbury has also lodged 
plans for the Cavendish House 
site while Commercial Estates 
Group wants to build a store 
where Falcon House now 
stands.

Bennett, of Quarry Road 
Dudley, appeared before 
magistrates supported by a 
crutch. He had pleaded 
guilty to careless driving at a 
previous hearing. 

Magistrates gave him a six 
month ban, a £100 fine with 
£85 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

He has produced a com¬ 
puter-generated image of the 
view from the Clent Hills 
now and what the same 
scene would look like with 
the new development. 

He captions the view of the 
new homes, as: “countryside 
rape and devastation.” 

Mr Davies said: “The scale 
of the application is alarm¬ 
ing. Lord Cobham and Cala’s 
proposals, and now supple¬ 
mentary applications, will 
constitute the most signifi¬ 
cant change to the locality 
ever.” 

Mr Davies estimates that 
Lord Cobham stands to 
make £10 million from the 
sale of the land, with the 
Cala Homes’ share of the 
development being more 
than £25 million. Lord 
Cobham said he expected to 
raise at least £5 million. 

Cala Homes declined to 
comment.

What is 
needed in this respect is a body posi¬ 
tioned well away from the Press, and in 
no way resembling the present useless 
Press Complaints set up, to which ordi¬ 
nary people can turn. This body would 
have the statutory power to enable 
people to fully publicise their position 
in the offending newspaper.

He said: “The original gallery was a 
purpose-built, acoustically-treated, humid¬ 
ity-controlled environment built at consid¬ 
erable cost to the taxpayer. It includes arts 
and music and performance capabilities. 
That cannot and should not be compared to 
a space to hang pictures.”

Avion cinema book is 
last work of historian 


A BOOK based upon the 
scrapbooks of a cinema 
manager was launched last 
week by friends of an 
Aldridge author, who dedi¬ 
cated the last years of his 
life to its research. 

The Avion, by the late author and 
historian Harry Dennant, tells the 
stories behind the village’s cinema. 
The grand picture palace was focal 
point of the community during its 
heyday during the golden age of 
Holy wood and also saw live perform¬ 
ances from top enterainers, such as 
George Formby. 

The book was largely derived from 
the scrapbooks of the general 
manager Harry Russell, who worked 
there for 20 years, as well as from 
firsthand accounts of patrons and 
former staff recorded by Mr Dennant 
since 2007. 

The Avion Cinema De Luxe was 
built by businessman Albert Brain 
and opened in September 26, 1938, 
to bring a touch of Hollywood glamor 
to Aldridge.

As well as being a cinema showing 
American and British movies, The 
Avion also put on shows and in its 
later years, like so many cinemas, 
became a bingo hall. 

It hosted George Formby for its 
grand opening before the war but the 
premises also saw many other stars 
after it introduced variety acts in 
1950. 

Comedian 

These included comedian Larry 
Grayson, famous for hosting The 
Generation Game and his ‘Shut That 
Door’ catchphrase, pianist Semprini 
and Irish crooner Val Doonican with 
his group The Ramblers. 

Aldridge jockey Johnny Bullock, 
winner of the 1951 Grand National 
on 40-1 outsider Nickel Coin, was 
guest of honour at The Avion to 
watch a newsreel of his famous 
victory. 

In 1973 an Aldridge man, Harry 
Whitehouse, purchased the building 
and converted it into the popular 


Legalite Bingo Hall, and it remained 
in his family until his death in 1993 
at the age of 83. It was taken over by 
Jarglen and later Gala Bingo before 
being abandoned in 2009. 

The building was partially demol¬ 
ished but its shell is to be turned into 
a J.D Wether spoons pub under plans 
approved by Walsall Council. 

In her foreword, the book’s editor 
Sue Satterthwaite said: “There 
could be no one better than Harry 
Dennant to write a book about The 
Avion. Harry loved the place but 
sadly he died before his work could 
be completed.” 

Proceeds from sales of the book, 
priced £5m will go to two local chari¬ 
ties - Rosie’s Helping Hands, a 
charity which Harry supported, and 
St Giles Walsall Hospice where the 
author spent the final days of his life. 

The book is available from several 
local outlets. These include Aldridge 
Library, in Rookery Lane, Aldridge; 
Scrumptious Sweets and Treats, 
Anchor Parade, Aldridge; Lynda’s 
Pets and Plants Walsall Wood Road, 
Aldridge; and Waterstones, in Park 
Street, Walsall.

A SUPERHEAD and her two 
teaching colleagues found guilty 
of unacceptable professional 
conduct after altering atten¬ 
dance records at a Dudley school 
will not be banned from the 
classroom. 

Dame Mo Brennan was honoured by the 
Queen for turning round the fortunes of 
Hillcrest School and Community College, 
in Netherton, alongside senior teachers 
Shelley Derham and Linda Westwood.

Despite the “serious” nature of their 
behaviour, The Teaching Agency discipli¬ 
nary panel ruled a teaching ban was not 
necessary. 

And it has been revealed that this recom¬ 
mendation had been agreed by education 
secretary Michael Gove. No further action 
will be taken. 

Significant 

Teaching Agency deputy director Alan 
Meyrick said in the report: “The panel is 
conscious this public hearing has resulted 
in a finding of unacceptable professional 
conduct. 

“This is a significant finding and, in the 
panel’s view, satisfies the need to publicly 
declare and uphold proper standards of 
conduct. 

“However, it is not necessary, in the 
public interest, to impose a prohibition 
order.” 

The panel said it was satisfied the actions 
of the trio “were motivated by both a desire 
to act in the best interests of pupils.” 

Mr Meyrick added: “We would go further 
and say that, in the light of the exceptional 
achievements of Dame Maureen Brennan, 
there is a public interest in her being able to 
continue her inspirational leadership as a 
headteacher.” 

The three teachers now work at Barr 
Beacon School in Aldridge which has given 
its backing to the three.

Landmark pub can be 


demolished, 

THE owner of a Dudley pub, which is on a 
main route through the Black Country, has 
secured consent to demolish it, despite calls 
for it to be preserved. 

Amrinder Singh can now knock down the 
King Arthur on the corner of Priory Road 
and Birmingham New Road. The demolition 
plans had sparked calls for the building, a 
1930s roadhouse, to be preserved. 

Mr Singh had informed Dudley Council of 
his plans, and under planning rules the 
authority had 28 days to object. 

Ward councillor Alan Finch said he was 
disappointed the council had been “power¬ 
less” to stop the building from being 
knocked down. 

Two years ago, the pub, which is locally 
listed, had been earmarked for a £3.5million 


says council 

revamp. It would have been extended to 
create a hotel, and planning permission for 
the scheme was granted in May 2010. 

It is not yet known what will happen to 
the site. Mr Singh could not be contacted for 
a comment but his agent Neil Denison said 
he did not know what was planned. 

Camra and The 20th Century Society 
objected to demolition. 

Nearby resident Alison Whitehouse, said: 
“It is very sad that yet another part of our 
local heritage is to disappear and there is 
nothing that we can do about it.” 

Deputy leader of Dudley Council Shaukat 
Ali said: “Legally the authority can only con¬ 
sider the way the building is demolished and 
the proposed restoration after the site has 
been cleared.” 


Uno are guilty of killing 


TWO friends have been found 
guilty of manslaughter for 
attacking a man from Dudley 
with a baseball bat and a 
wooden pole. 

Ismaaeel Rehman died of his injuries 
after being hit on the head. Mr 
Rehman, of Surrey Road, Holly Hall, 
Dudley, had gone to drug dealer Jason 
Noto’s flat in Telford with the inten¬ 
tion of either buying or robbing 
cannabis from him, a jury at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court had been told. 

Mr Rehman had turned up with, his 
friend Robert Jones, known as Tyson. 
Noto grabbed a baseball bat from 
inside the flat and attacked the trainee 
carpenter. Eyewitnesses told the jury 


he was dragged up and ordered to ‘get 
on his knees and pray’ by Noto before 
being smashed over the head and 
knocked unconscious with the bat by 
factory worker Jones. 

The pair continued to beat Mr 
Rehman, who was 22 at the time of the 
attack in July 2009, before he managed 
to stagger away. 

He was found lying nearby and 
rushed to hospital with a fractured 
skull, bleeding on the brain, a frac¬ 
tured cheekbone and bruising all over 
his body. Neurosurgeon Rupert Price 
had earlier told the jury Mr Rehman 
would have died within days if he had 
not been operated on. 

He was in recovery after spending 
months in rehabilitation centres but 
died on New Year’s Day 2011, aged 24, 


after suffering a massive epileptic 
seizure. Prosecuting counsel Mr 
Andrew O’Byrne said it was clear Mr 
Rehman had developed epilepsy as a 
result of the assault and there was a 
‘direct causal link’ between the attack 
and his death nearly 18 months later. 
Noto, 24, of Powis Place, Dawley Bank, 
Telford, and Jones, also 24, of Webb 
Crescent, Dawley, Telford, had both 
denied murder. A jury returned ver¬ 
dicts of manslaughter against both 
men after more than 10 hours of delib¬ 
erations yesterday. 

Speaking after the verdict, Mr 
Rehman’s mother Khursheed said: 
“Our lives will never be the same, he 
never will have the opportunity to have 
children, or us grandparents to his 
children.”

Foundation Trust as one of three to have 
had consistantly high mortality rates for 
three years running. Mr Harrison said inde¬ 
pendent analysis actually showed death 
levels were getting better. 

“We take mortality indicators very seri¬ 
ously and this is one of a number of tools we 
use to assure ourselves of the quality of our 
care. 

“Current independent analyses show that 
the Trust is not an outlier for mortality. 


Indeed, recent reports suggest a significant 
and sustained improvement. 

“The most recent data from Dr Foster 
shows the Trust mortality figure as 100 
which is well within the expected range,” he 
said. 

“Similarly, the Department of Health’s 
own measure of mortality - the SHMI Index 
- which is more up to date than the pub¬ 
lished figure from Dr Foster shows a signif¬ 
icant improvement over the last year and no 
excess deaths at Dudley Group. 

“We continue to undertake work to 
improve the quality of our clinical care and, 
in addition, have invested in improving our 
collection of data which is used by Dr Foster 
and other third parties to calculate NHS 
mortality scores.”

Church building saved

FIVE years ago, the future of a 
Dudley church looked bleak. In 
2007, after 125 years, Woodset- 
ton Methodist Church was faced 
with being bulldozed. 

Its congregation had been unable to find 
the six-figure sum that was needed for 
repairs. But now, as the building prepares to 
celebrate 130 years, a new church group is 
moving into the venue. 

Members of the Seventh-day Adventist 
congregation have outgrown their site in 
Himley Road and will now move in to the 
Parkes Hall Road building. 

Dan Majaducon, pastor of the congrega¬ 
tion, said: “The property has a good size of 
land. Parking in Dudley is very difficult so 
when we saw the land behind the two build¬ 
ings we knew we could have a car park for 
churchgoers and visitors. 

“They are also two beautiful buildings.” 

In December 2007, it was reported how 
the church’s last set of parishioners had 
been saddened by the news the building had 
to be closed. 

Some had fought for a stay of execution 
while they made efforts to raise the 
£100,000 they needed to fix it but this was 
refused. 

Mr Majaducon said the Seventh-day 
Adventist Church had already spent well 
over £200,000 on the buildings, including 
repairs. He said the group had refurbished 
the building and given it a new car park and, 
while there were still a few more things to 
do on his list of improvements, the main hall 
was ready for church services. 

The group will introduce itself to the com¬ 
munity with a Christmas Cantata on 
December 15, he said, before celebrating its 
130th birthday. It starts at 4.30pm.

Bosses at West Midlands 
Transport authority Centro 
say they have held talks with 
the engineering firm and are 
considering it against other 
options available. 


How dispute over ice cream 
turf erupted into violence 


AN ice cream war erupted in Dudley 
when a seller attacked a rival’s van 
for cashing in on “his turf”. 

Steffan Debattista is now behind bars for his 
outburst against rival Maxine Catalano. He 
tailgated her for eight miles after spotting her 
van on his patch. She managed to get away 
from him but when her van ended up behind 
his at traffic lights in Birmingham Road, he 
deliberately reversed into her. 

Prosecutor Marisha Parathalingham told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last week that 
Debattista sped off but the 20-year-old was 
traced because a witness noted his registration. 

Debattista, of Boundary Hill, Lower Gornal, 
struck again 11 days later on September 15 last 
year while on bail for the first offence. This time 
he snapped off the handle of the machine in 
Miss Catalano’s van, flooding it with ice cream, 
the court heard. 

Debattista was jailed for five months for dan¬ 
gerous driving and one month for criminal 
damage, to run concurrently, as well as being 
banned from driving for two years. 

He admitted the criminal damage charge. 

After the hearing, Maxine Catalano told

what had happened. The 49-year-old 
mother of three who lives in the Oldbury 
area, had taken a job driving for Steve’s 
Super Whip, of Cox’s Lane, Cradley Heath. 

On September 4, as she drove along 
Dibdale Road, Gornal, at about 1.40pm, she 
saw Debattista behind her. She said: “He 
was trying to cut in front of me. 

“When we passed the Fellows Club, next 
to Dudley Zoo, he was still with us and, when 
we stopped at the traffic lights outside the 


old JB’s nightclub he parked adjacent.” 

She said he leaned out of his window and 
threatened to smash her van. Miss Catalano 
continued to try to dodge him but then, near 
the Tesco at Burnt Tree, she realised he was 
directly in front. 

“I pulled up behind his van, which was 
now stopped at lights. I saw him suddenly 
start reversing his van directly at me and he 
collided, causing about £1,500 damage to 
the front of my van.” 


Miss Catalano says she and her 13-year- 
old niece who was with her, received back 
and neck injuries. But then, while Debat¬ 
tista was on bail for damaging her vehicle, 
he turned up as she was selling ice cream on 
the corner of Tudor Road and Glen Road, 
Upper Gornal. He told her she should not be 
serving at that time and he wanted the 
phone number of her boss. 

When she refused, he grabbed the lever of 
the ice cream machine, breaking it off and 
causing £600 damage. 

Miss Catalano said she only sold ice cream 
occasionally because she was frightened, 
but now he was behind bars she would be 
back out on her rounds. 

Relatives and neighbours of Debattista 
paint a much sweeter picture of him, even 
saying they were launching a petition to free 
him. His mother, 44-year-old Michelle 
Debattista, and his 17-year-old girlfriend 
Tammy Jones are distraught. 

Mrs Debattista said: “The sentence is so 
unfair and harsh - nobody was hurt and I 
don’t believe he did what was claimed in 
court.”

IT has been a festive attraction in the 
Black Country for years and with hun¬ 
dreds of Santas, snowmen, baubles 
and tinsel there is no doubting Hilda 
Creaney’s semi-detached house is 
well and truly ready for Christmas 
2012. 

More than 1,000 decorations adorn the hallway 
and living room of the house in Walsall Street , 
Willenhall, which Hilda shares with her husband 
Harry. And outside the front door, along with the 
bright decorations which include Santas, rein¬ 
deer and stars, stands a postbox which each year 
gets around 300 letters for Santa from children, 
all of which receive a reply.

The local nursery school come up to 
see the house and I always show them the crib in 
the hall and tell them that is what Christmas is 
really about.” 

Her preparations for the Christmas season 
start in the middle of November when the boxes 
of baubles, tinsel and other decorations are 
brought out of storage at a nephew’s factory. 
Putting the lights on the front of the house is 
another big job which is carried out by Hilda’s 
grandson Jamie and friends. 

The interior of the family’s cosy home is trans¬ 
formed into a Christmas grotto with the big 
switch-on taking place on the last Saturday in 
November when about 25 friends and family 
travel from Wales, Telford and Birmingham for 
the occasion. The tradition, which started nearly 


40 years ago, was inspired by a Yuletide-themed 
picture which her three children coloured in. 
Carl, now 49 and a Walsall councillor, Tracey, 47, 
and Dawn, 37, and their friends worked for days 
on the artwork. Dad Harry was so impressed he 
mounted the picture in a glass-fronted box with a 
strip light and displayed it in the bay window. 

Hilda says: “People ask whether I get 
depressed when it all has to come down and it’s 
true that I do. But on the other hand, it’s a chance 
to give the house a proper clean and that makes 
me feel good, too.” 

The Creaneys are one of a number of house¬ 
holders around the region who have been getting 
into the Christmas spirit with inflatable 
snowmen, illuminated Santas and reindeers on 
hand to help residents create the perfect Christ¬ 
mas display.

Grandfather-of-seven George Hall trans¬ 
formed his Sedgley home into a winter wonder¬ 
land with an inflatable Snowman in the garden. 
The display, which takes more than a week to put 
up, also has a flashing candle, Christmas trees 
and Santas on the roof. 

Cascading icicle lights hanging from the roof 
complete the lights display which has been col¬ 
lected over the years. 

The 66-year-old, of Swallowfields Road, said: 
“I’m still a big kid at heart and Christmas is a 
magical time of the year.” 

Wendy and Chris Fletcher have covered the 
front of their home on Stafford Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, with an array of lights and other deco¬ 
rations including a giant snow dome. 

It took them from 9.30 in the morning until 8 
at night to get everything out and up but say it 
was well worth the effort. 

Mrs Fletcher, a mother-of-five said: “This year 


we decided to add some extra lights as we thought 
we wanted to brighten things up a bit and we 
have already decided to do even more next year 
when we plan to have a light show. Usually we 
take all the children out to have a look at other 
people’s houses but this year it is nice that a few 
people have stopped to look at ours.” 

Another house where the lights are shining 
brightly belongs to Neil Robbins home in Douglas 
Road, Smethwick. 

He has a giant bear as well as a reindeer and 
train which both light up in the garden with 
many more decorations on the front and the side 
of the house itself. 

A father from Oldbury has dressed his house 
for Christmas with 17 different sets of lights, a 
polar bear and a Christmas train.

CHRISTMAS Day looks set to be the battle of 
the period dramas, as ITV and BBC both 
unleash festive one-off episodes of their 
biggest hitters, Downton Abbey and Call The 
Midwife. 

One-off specials have become very much the flavour of 
the Christmas season in recent years, and 2012 is no 
exception. 

Doctor Who unveils his new assistant, Strictly Come 
Dancing returns with a mix of fascinating newbies and 
former champions, and the Royle Family’s 2011 episode - 
which never made it onto our screens - finally arrives 12 
months late. 

And fans of enchanting animation The Snowman will be 
walking in the air when they hear the news that a new 
version of the much loved tale is on its way, to mark the 
30th anniversary of the original. 

Here’s a dozen good reasons why you won’t want to 
stray too far from the TV set over the Christmas season: 

DOCTOR WHO (BBC1) This year’s time-travelling 
special, called The Snowmen, officially introduces Jenna- 
Louise Coleman as The Doctor’s new companion Clara. 

It also features Richard E Grant as the villainous Doctor 
Simeon and familiar characters Vastra, Strax and Jenny, 
who are there to support The Doctor. 

Writer and executive producer Steven Moffat teased 
details of the new episode in a chat for the BBC Doctor 
Who blog. 

He said: “The Doctor at Christmas is one of my favourite 
things - but this year it’s different. He’s lost Amy and Rory 
to the Weeping Angels, and he’s not in a good place: in fact, 
he’s Scrooge. 

“He’s withdrawn from the world and no longer cares 
what happens to it. So when all of humanity hangs in the 
balance, can anyone persuade a tired and heartbroken 
Doctor that it’s time to return to the good fight? Enter 
Jenna-Louise Coleman...” 

Doctor Who star Matt Smith added: “For this year’s 
Christmas Special we have the wonderfully villainous 
Richard E Grant as Doctor Simeon. As well as lizards, Vic¬ 
torian assassins and deranged warriors from the future all 
return to convince The Doctor that he should board the 
Tardis again and save the world. 

“Add to that Jenna-Louise Coleman and so begins the 
Christmas Special 2012. It does the sort of wonderful 
Doctor Who-ey Christmas things - you know, snow, aliens, 
good will, good cheer, someone trying to take over the 
world.”. 

DOWNTON ABBEY (ITV1) The Crawleys go off on their 
holidays in the two-hour Downton Abbey special, leaving 
the servants to fend for themselves. 

Lord Grantham and his family are heading north to the 
Scottish Highlands to join the Dowager Countess’s great 
niece Lady Rose and her parents at Duneagle Castle. 

The headstrong Lady Rose (Lily James) was sent home 
in the last episode of series three after a dalliance with a 
married man. 

Initally, a warm welcome awaits, but the tensions 
between the family and their hosts soon become clear. 

We’re promised “salacious scandals, clandestine 
courtships and heartbreaks of seasons past” will all come 
to a head during the feature-length episode. 

And while it may well snow (it is Scotland, after all) don’t 
expect Christmas decorations or another stilted present¬ 
giving as the seasonal special is, in fact, set in September. 

But what of those left back at Downton? Will Lord 
Grantham return to find they’ve had a massive party and 
trashed the place with late-night parties and raves? 

Stoic head butler Carson is of course determined to 
prevent this, but with the excitement of the approaching 
country fair, it’s possible some of the staff could be 
tempted to push their luck. 

Speaking of luck, it seems romance could be in the air 
for chirpy cook Mrs Patmore, while personal servant 
O’Brien finds a kindred spirit below stairs in the form of 
Susan’s lady’s maid Wilkins. 

CALL THE MIDWIFE (BBC1) The Beeb has produced a

75-minute episode of its hit 1950s drama which those who 
have seen a sneak preview say serves up festive cheer in 
spades. 

It’s 1957, Poplar’s cobbled streets have a dusting of 
snow and Nonnatus House is busier than ever. 

Chummy (Miranda Hart) is now married, but her husband 
PC Noakes hardly gets a look in as she begins choreo¬ 
graphing a Nativity play for the local cub scouts that soon 
snowballs into an epic. 

Nurse Jenny (Jessica Raine), meanwhile, finds herself 
being stalked to each and every birth by a batty old crone 
called Mrs Jenkins - well known on the local birthing scene 
but generally dismissed as a bit of a nutcase. 

But with Christmas being the season of goodwill, Nurse 
Jenny finds it in her heart to offer help rather than hin¬ 
drance, and it is her investigation into Mrs Jenkins and her 
past that forms the backbone of the episode’s plot. 

Daily Telegraph reviewer Benji Wilson says: “If all of that 
sounds a little mawkish, it comes, as did the first series of 
Call the Midwife, with just enough social realism to sugar 
the pill - or more accurately pill the sugar. In amongst the 
warm-hearted gurning, Call the Midwife is not afraid to 
address the bigger issues like abortion, social housing, the 
resplendent wonder of the NHS, or the merits or otherwise 
of close communities. 

THE SNOWMAN AND THE SNOWDOG (CH4) The cen¬ 
trepiece of Channel Four’s Christmas season is the long- 
awaited return of The Snowman in a brand new sequel to 
the much-loved original, which first screened 30 years ago. 

Adapted for the screen from Raymond Briggs’ book in

1982, the Oscar-nominated film - wordless, apart from its 
evocative theme, Walking in the Air - has been screened by 
Channel 4 every year since it was first transmitted and has 
enchanted generations of children. 

On the 30th anniversary of the original film, Briggs has 
given his blessing to a brand-new sequel and the magic is 
about to begin all over again, this time with a new set of 
friends. 

When a young boy and his mother move house, the boy 
discovers a secret box hidden under the floorboards of his 
bedroom.

W henever the show is 

broadcast, fans know that 
Christmas is just around the 
corner - but who will be celebrating 
the festive season with a shiny new 
trophy on the mantelpiece as well as 
a turkey in the oven?

Britain’s Secret Terror Squad: Panorama

It seems that these days, there’s nary a day goes by 
without some thrilling drama or other focusing on the 
cloak-and-dagger lives of people within the shady 
world of counter-terrorism. But just how grounded in 
reality are they? The answer is, generally, not very - 
yet 40 years ago, a unit existed which is far stranger 
than fiction, and ten times as shocking. For two 
years in the early 1970s, the British Army ran an 
undercover squad that operated outside the law, with 
orders to shoot terrorists on sight. They believe it 
saved lives, but in this documentary, reporter John 
Ware uncovers evidence that the unit may also have 
killed innocent civilians.
